Hydro’s white elephant dying - we 


From time to time, the Quinte 
Scanner has referred to Ontario 
Hydro’s  oil-fired generating 
plant, on highway 33, in Lennox 
and Addington, as a ‘White 
Elephant’ ...and it seems we were 


right! 


The plant, which has been 
running at less than half its 
capacity for some time now, will 
cease to operate by 1983 ‘unless 
a miracle occurs’. 


‘There aren't budget 

‘ovisions for maintaining the 
fine two units at Lennox beyond 
1983," said Norm Manning, 
public relations officer at 
Hydro’s eastern Ontario 
headquarters in Belleville. ‘The 
other two units are already being 
mothballed, but the plant will 
always be operable.” 


What's going to happen to the 
people working there? 


“Barring a miracle, staff 
reduction is going to take place,’ 
Manning said. ‘There are still 
more than 100 people employed 
at the Lennox plant but they are 
skilled people who. will be 
absorbed into Hydro facilities 
elsewhere.” 


‘People are aware of the 
pending moves,” Manning said. 
“We're starting to move some of 
them now.”

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Not only crooks visit this jail!

Small local museums seem to 
be springing up everywhere 
these days, and each one offers a 
nostalgic step back into history. 


Occasionally, when funds are 
available, modern structures are 
erected to house the artifcats. 
More often than not, defunct 
buildings, the structure itself a 
museum in its own right, 
become resting places for 
memorabilia as attempts are 
made to maintain a link with an 
area’s history. 


Favourite structures seem to 
be unused schools and old 
churches. The buildings are 
often renovated, but only as 
needed so as not to destroy the 
historical atmosphere. 


It isn’t often, though, one 
must go to jail to see a 
museum and its contents. 


The Lennox and Addington 
County Museum is located in 
the former County Jail and 
displays an admirable collection 
of documents and artifacts, 
many of them collected in this 
county by the 75-year-old 
Lennox and Addington 
Historical Society. 


The museum is situated on 
Thomas Street, Napanee, 
directly behind the County 
Court House. It was late in 1864 
when Lennox and Addington 
separated from Frontenac 
County to form its own council 
and Napanee officially became 
the County town the following 
year. 

EVEN A GALLOWS 


The jail contained two floors 
of cells, a gallows and a walled 
excercise yard. 


When the Quinte Regional 
Detention Centre opened in 
1971, the Napanee Town Police 
moved into the building until 
County Council began work n 
the autumn of 1974 to renovate 
the jail for use as a museum. 


While many of the cell blocks 
have been removed to house the 
growing collection of artifacts, at 
least two cells remain as a 
sombre reminder of the past. 


One of the cells contains the 
history of the jail including an 
extensive list of offences and 
sentences. According to the 
documents, vagrancy got you 30 
days in the cooler, larceny 
earned you 60 days in the 
slammer, theft resulted in three 
months of hard labour, and if 
you used threatening and 
abusive language, it got you one 
month in the jug. 


The County Museum, 
officially opened to the public 
on October 6, 1976, contains two 
floors of exhibits. The upper 
floor displays a complete line of 
essential household items dating 
back to the 1800's. 

Included are a number of sad 
irons, a box churn, rocker churn, 
barrel churn, and even a 
dog-powered churn. There are 
cream cans, a separator (without 
the geraniums), a butter press, a 
hand-operated milking machine

Some of the artifacts, says 
museum employee Cora Reid, 
are on loan or donated by area 
residents, while the majority 
belong to the Lennox and 
Addington Historical Society 
which formerly housed _ its 
collection in the County 
Memorial Building before 
rexing it to the new facilities at 
the jail. 


The museum also contains an 
adjacent shed which houses 
several pieces of antique farm 
machinery. The display is

Let’s Grow! 
Proper Lighting 


Lighting requirements vary 
from plant to plant, but 
generally they can be divided 
into three groups. Plants that 
require full sun at a south 
window, e.g. Crotons, Coleuses, 
Cactii; plants that thrive in 
partial shade or filtered light 
through sheer curatins, e.8- Rex 
Begonias, Dracenas, Swedish 
Ivy, Piggyback; and finally plants 
that get along with a minimum of 
light, e.g. Chinese Evergreens, 
Aspidistras and many other ferns 
that do quite well in indirect, 
shadowless light from north 
windows. 


How do you tell if your plantis 
receiving the correct amount of 
light? Insufficient light will cause 
your plant to become leggy, 
bending and stretching toward 
the light source. If your plant 
starts to wilt during the hot part 
of the day or leaves develop 
yellow or brown patches, too 
much light is indicated and the 
plant should be moved to an 
indirect light.

‘Potters are kind of earthy 
people since they have to work 
with mud all day,’ says Jane 
Lambert, a potter from Lonsdale. 

The incomplete wooden 
house in which she is living suits 
an earthy existence. Its plywood 
floors and unfinished rooms 
provide a rustic atmosphere in 
which she carries on her work. 


Previously a resident of 
Toronto, Jane r an her pottery 
business out of the basement 
under the Toronto Folklore 
Centre, a music store on Avenue 
Road. But, last September, she 
pulled up stakes and set up shop 
in Lonsdale. 


When asked if she minded 
rural isolation after living in the 
city, she says, ‘Not really. You 
need your own space in this 
kind of work.’ 


Having recently lived in 
Toronto, Jane still sells much of 
her pottery there. Birke’s store at 
the Eaton’s Centre displays her 
goods. Another sales outlet is 
Arty Craft on Yonge Street, 
which handles pottery of high 
quality.

Jane buys her clay. ‘A lot of 
potters make their own,’ she 
says. ‘I don’t because | don’t 
have the facilities,’ 


The first step in working with a 
piece of clay is to kneed it and 
pound it on a table. 


‘This is called wedging,’ she 
Says. ‘It gets the air out of the 
clay. 


‘It’ not so much the air that 
causes problems but rather the 
water that gets trapped inside 
the air bubble. It explodes 
outwards when heated in the 
oven. Fortunately, that doesn’t 
happen too often if you're 
careful.’ 


She then places the lump of 
clay on a flat, rotating disk. First 
she centres the revolving clay 
and then opens it by shaping a 
hole in the centre. Next she 
forms the floor or bottom of 
whatever she is making and then 
shapes its walls. 


The clay has to be the right 
wetness to form well. 


‘A piece of clay can get 
overworked,’ she says. ‘When 


this happens it becomes wet and 
soggy, thereby losing its shaping 
Capacity. 


The shaped clay is left to dry 
slowly,and evenly before it goes 
through what is called a bisque 
firing where it sitsin the oven ata 
temperature of 1800 degrees F 


Glazing comes next. Glaze is 
stored in pails and the colours 
are deceiving. 


A pink glaze will produce a 
brown finished product. 
Another glaz e of almost the 
same pink turns yellow when 
baked. : 


Once the glaze is applied, the 
article is fired again, only this 
time at a hotter temperature of 
2300 degrees F. 


‘With quality pottery, no two 
pieces are ever exactly the 
same,’ she says, ‘because they 
are not machine made. A round 
lid isn’t exactly round and 
therefore doesn’t fit exactly ona 
round pot which isn’t exactly 
round. ” 


‘But that’s the charm of 
pottery,’ she says.

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One of the biggest attractions 
at Presqu’ile Provincial Park, 
Brighton, every spring is the 
annual migration of waterfowl. 
This park is a stop-over point on 
the Atlantic flyway, one of four 
great migration flyways followed 
every spring by North American 
waterfowl. 


With the advent of milder 
weather, huge rafts of ducks 
commence showing up in the 
open waters of Presqu’ile Bay, 
the migration reaching its peak 
in late March or early April. At 
this time it s possible to observe 
upwards of 20 species of ducks. 
Occasionally small numbers of 
Canada geese or whistling swans 
may join the thousands of 
migrating ducks. 


If the spring turns out to be 
very mild and the ice in the 
shallower waters of the marsh 
has completely melted, the 
variety of waterfowl will be 
greater and numbers of grebes, 
coots and gallinules and other 
marsh dwelling birds may be 
found. 


The waterfowl present on 
Presqu’ile Bay at this time of the 
year have just arrived from their 
wintering grounds on the east 
coast of the United States and 
are on their way to points as 
distant as Baffin Island, the 
northern Prairies and the 
Northwest Territories. 


For other species it is the end 
of their journey and they will 
soon begin nesting in southern 
Ontario and Quebec. 


Since 1976 the Napanee office 
of the Ministry of Natural 
Resources has been host for a 
waterfowl viewing weekend at 
Presqu’ile Park in an effort to 
enlighten the public on 
waterfowl identification, 
migration and management. 
Telescopes are set up at prime 
viewing points along the north 
shore of the park and ministry 
Personnel are on hand to answer 
questions and assist in 
identification of those species 
present. 


In addition, interesting 
exhibits are displayed at the 
ministry buildings at the park 


entrance. This sprin the 
waterfowl viewing weekend will 
be held on April 11 and 12, and | 
have the pleasure this year of

telescopes. 


This year the viewing 
weekend will once again be held 
in conjunction with the Brighton 
Lions Club Sportsman Show.

It sounds like an enjoyable 
two days in store for waterfowl 
enthusiasts in particular and 
newcomers to the ranks of the 
birdwatching fraternity should 
have ample Opportunity to 
brush up on waterfowl 
identification.

The Ontario Weekly Newspaper Association has 
brought to our attention the fact that, if legislation 
making the Post Office a Crown Corporation goes 
through as planned, we will be faced with even more 
postal problems than we already have ... and there are 
plenty. 


The new legislation says that only the Post Office will 
deliver mail. Therefore, in the event of a postal strike, we 
will not be allowed to use private courier service. 
Businesses, or individuals, will not be able to arrange 
alternate mail service while the strike is on.

And heaven help the individual who tried to 
get his mail through by carrier pigeon... would it be a 
criminal offence?

Plans are under way in Picton 
for what is expected to be the 
largest flower show of its kind to 
be held in this town. The show, 
slted for August 15 and 16 is 
being organized by the Prince 
Edward Horticulture Society, an 
organization which is hoping to 
top the 200 mark this year on its 
membership roster. 


Larry Baker, an employee of 
the Lockyer Garden Centre, 
west of Picton, and Hal Roche of 
RR 1, Demorestville, co- 
chairmen of the 18-member 
flower show committee, are 
expecting more than 500 entries 
_in the some 120 classes which 
will be offered. Mr. Roche 
explained there would be 
between 30 and 40 classes for 
roses, 55 to 60 classes for various 
cut flowers, 20 for house plants 
and 32 classes for flower 
arrangements. 


Mr. Roche recalled the idea 
for a flower show evolved last 
summer after one on a much 
smaller scale was held at the 
Towne Mall in Picton. Although 
little advertised, the show last 
summer drew enthusiastic 
response and ‘We decided to go 
for broke this year’. 


In recalling last summer’s 
show, Mr. Roche said he felt

If the best surprise really is no 
surprise, people completing 
their tax returns this year should 
be happy. 


With very few legislative 
changes, the main difference 
taxpayers may notice on their 
1980 income tax returns could 
be the new picture on the tax 
guide. Gone are the “typical 
taxpayers’ who have graced the . 
cover since 1975, replaced by a 
typical Canadian city skyline. 


_ Legislative changes contained 
in the recent Bill C-54 will affect 
mainly those taxpayers who 
employ their wife or husband in 
their business as well as 
taxpayers who serve as volunteer 
firemen or who receive low- 
interest or interest-free loans 
from their employers. 


For the first time, people who 
employ their wife or husband 
can claim the salary they paid in 
1980 as a tax deduction when 
filing their tax returns this year. 
The employing spouse must also 
deduct Canada Pension Plan 
contributions and remit them, 
along with the appropriate 
income tax deductions, to 
Revenue Canada, Taxation. The 
spouse who received the salary 
must also file a tax return and 
include that salary as income. 


Volunteer firemen who 
received an expense allowance 
last year may benefit from the 
new legislation. The taxfree 
portion of their expense 
allowance has been raised from 
$300 to $500 for 1980 and 
subsequent years. 


Employees who receive low- 
interest or interest-free lans 
from their employers will 
-benefit from.the new rules for 
determining the amount of the 
taxable fringe benefit that they 
received. 


Until now, the benefit on such 
loans was calculated as the 
difference between the rate b 


difference between the rate 
being charged the employee 
and the current interest rate in 
effect. From 1980 the interest 
rate in effect at the time the loan 
was made will be lused to 
determine the taxable benefit. If 
current interest rates are an 
indication, this change will mean 
tax savings to most taxpayers 
who receive such oans.

Small joint of pork 

Lard for ‘dotting’ and one ounce 
for stuffing 

4 Bramley’s Seedling apples (or 
whatever is available) 

1 breakfastcup dry sage and 
onion stuffing 

1 large onion, peeled and grated 
Salt and pepper 


Put joint in a roasting tin, with 
about 2 tablespoons of water. 
Dot with lard. Allow 30 minutes 
to the pound and 30 minutes 
over at 375 degrees (Gas mark 5) 
cooking time, with the joint 
towards the top of the oven. 
Baste frequently. 


Core apples, and gently cut 
through the skin round the 
middle of the apple. 


Mix the onion with the 
stuffing mixture. Put the apples 
in a lightly-greased pie dish. F ill 
core cavities with stuffing and 
spread the rest over the top of 
the apples. 


Melt the lard, pour over the 
stuffing and season. Put the

Depending on the weather, 
purple martins should be back 
with us in the Quinte area 
toward the end of this week or 
sometime next week. No doubt 
many martin landlords are busy 
this week cleaning, painting and 


erecting their houses while 
others may be engaged in what 
appears to be a futile attempt at 
discouraging house sparrows 
and starlings from taking up 
residence. For some it may be a 
year-long battle. 


But, despite the problems, the 
popularity of the purple martin 
and the familiar apartment 
house continues to grow, 
evidenced by the number of 
phone calls received this past 
month requesting specifications 
and other information on this 
member of the swallow family. 


As aerial feeders, the purple 
martins are a valuable addition 
to anyone’s back yard; in fact, it 
has been said that one purple 
martin alone can consume up to 
2,000 mosquitoes a day. 


Too many people, however, 
fail to care for their martin 
houses, often allowing them to 
go from one year to the next 
without cleaning. Presumably 
this is under the premise that 
no one ever cleaned up after the 
martin before man and _ his 
martin houses came into the 
picture, so why should anyone 
now? 


But to have asuccessful martin 
colony and one which will be 
healthy and continue to grow 
every year, one must exercise a 
certain amount of interest in the 
upkeep of the structure. 


In addition to thoroughly 
cleaning the house every year, 
the structure should be dusted 
with either powdered sulphur or 
rotenone. Dusting is important 
as it serves to rid the structure of 
numerous parasites which may 
have become lodged in the

Watering 


Along with proper lighting, 
watering is very important to 
maintain beautiful, healthy 
plants. Many plants die from 
both over and under watering. 
Overwatering keeps the soil 
constantly saturated, air cannot 
reach the roots and the roots rot, 
killing the plant. Overwatering 
shows up first as yellowing leaves 
at the base of the plant. Insevere 
cases the leaves drop without 
changing colour. Be careful not 
to drown your plants. 
Underwatering usually results in 
wilting leaves, eventually 
turning brown at the edges. The 
correct amount of water varies 
from plant to plant and house to 
house. To properly water plants, 
begin with room temperature 
water (avoid ice cold tap water). 
Pour water until it runs out the 
drainage holes. Should water 
come through too quickly, soil is 
very dry and plants should be 
submerged and watered from 
the bottom until air bubbles stop 
and soil is completely moist. 
Avoid the ‘teacup a day’ system. 
The entire root ball must be 
watered and this cannot be 
achieved by dribbling a little 
water each day. Water loving 
plants such as Dracaenas and the 
Ti plant require soil that is 
constantly moist, but not soggy.

That’s not 
my judgment, although | 
suspected as much, but the 
judgment of a professional who 
works with Vietnamese 
refugees, boat people if you like, 
every day of her life. 


There are problems. Only a 
lunatic would expect otherwise. 
You can’t plunk people down in 
a brand new environment after 
experiences that would age any 
of us 20 years, without a job and 
without a language, and not 
expect to have some problems. 


But the truth of the matter is 
that after a leaky boat on the 
south China seas, and refugee 
camps that beggar description, 
Queen Street East is earthly 
Paradise. 


Most of the South Vietnamese 
in Toronto are employed, 
healthy and happy. They are an 
ambitious and productive 
people. Many of them have not 
just one, but two jobs, and they 
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are going to enrich oursociety in 
many ways before they have 
done with it, perhaps even 
before they stop weeping with 
relief at being here. 


| don’t blame the Toronto Star 
alone for those headlines. It’s 
the nature of the news business 
to fasten on doom and gloom 
and wallow in it. But the story 
tended to make readers feel 
guilty without reason. 


Some changes are needed. At 
the moment, arriving boat 
people have to get to Manpower 
for a job, the Ontario Welcome 
House for help with things like 
family allowance forms, doctors’ 
offices for general check-ups, 
the Salvation Army or St. 
Vincent de Paul for furniture, 
somewhere else for clothes, day 
care and so on. 
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If you don’t speak the 
language, and you don’t know 
anything about bus routes, that 
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The Americans have learned 
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deal with refugees is to have all 
these services under one roof.

to slash our wrists over the 
Toronto Star’s version.

The Village of Newburgh has 
something which most towns 
don’t have...a 140-square-foot 
barn, right in the middle of 
town. This large building is the 
sales barn of Newburgh 
Livestock Sales Ltd. 


Unlike most barns, it’s only in 
operation one day a week, and 
Monday is the big day. 


On Mondays, the trucks, 
loaded with livestock, start 
rolling in, one after another. 
They can be carrying any type of 
livestock from sheep and cows 
to horses, pigs and goats, 
brought to be auctioned off to 
the highest bidder. 


The pens in the barn fill up 
quickly but, before being 
penned, cows are tagged with a 
number and inoculated for 
brucellosis. 


The excitement of the auction 
starts early in the afternoon

‘Six hundred is tops,’ he said.

perhaps more so in recent years 
as it is here that hockey star 
Bobby Hull makes his home. 


Actually, the island isn’t that 
big as far as islands go. The island 
is about five miles in length, 
containing close to five 
thousand acres of land. And 
there is at least one sign, located 
in Demorestville, which points 
the way. 


It is about a one-mile drive 
from the village to the causeway 
which anchors the island firmly 
to the mainland of Sophiasburgh 
Township. It is separated from 
the mainland by an extensive 
marsh and, if you happen to be 
among those who do not assoc- 
iate marshes with water, then 
you may not know when you 
have arrived. But follow the raod 
to the north shore and the road 
parallels the Bay of Quinte 
throughout its entire length, 
with the hamlets of Shannonville 
and Point Anne directly across 
the Bay, Belleville eight miles to 
the west, and the Quinte Skyway 
Bridge of Northport to the east. 


There is a lodge and marina 
here witha large Capacity marine 
railway, and several years ago 
the island was dotted with 
smaller lodges and tourist 
resorts, many of which have 
fallen prey to changing trends in 
recreational accomodations. 


A HISTORY TO TELL 


Like all communities, Big 
Island has its share of history to 
tell. 


An 1878 Atlas of Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties says that 
Samuel Peck and Samuel Shaw 
were the first to settle on the 
island, followed by the Spragues, 
Allisons, De Longs, the Boulters 
and the Morans. Some of their 
descendants are still on the 
island today. 


This was taken home and the 
old spinning wheel was brought 
out and these rolls were spun 
into yarn of differnt sizes. 


‘The ladies made butter,’ the 
history continues, ‘and traded 
that at the grocer’s for house 
needs. They also sold tallow, 
lard, eggs, dried apples, wild 
berries and other articles and got 
needed groceries in return.

Lots to clean up after flooding 


Although ice-jamming and 
flooding this spring on the 
Salmon River is old news now, 
there is still much to be done in 
the way of clean-up, according 
to a report issued recently by the 
Napanee Region Conservation 
Authority office. 


The report stated that ice- 
jamming on the river caused a 
lot of damage in the Kingsford 
Conservation Area and will 
require considerable clean- 
up.Ice-jamming this. spring 
occurred at the communities of 
Kingsford, Lonsdale and 
Waddingham Valley area. 


General manager J. DuChene 
noted that one-half of the coffer 
dam had been washed out and 
that there was also ice-jamming 
at Selby Creek. Complaints of 
flooding were also received 
from property owners at Arden, 

Verona and Hambly Lake, and 
in Richmond Township, a bridge 
was washed out. 


The Conservation Authority 
has a flood warning system 
which continuously monitors 
weather forecasts, reports and 
special advisories proviced by 
Environment Canada, weather 
data derived from weather radar 
and satellite photography, and 
streamflow information from 
local telemetered river gauges. 


Flood warning messages are 
released immediately when the 
forecaster is confident that 
flooding will occur, continues 
the report, directly to the 
Conservation Authority and 
District office, which enables 
staff to make advance 
preparations. to meet flood 
responsibilities. 

~~ 

These messages are issued by 
telex of telephone and the 
report says time of issue may be 
less than 24 hours in advance of 
flooding. 


In the early history of Big 
Island, compiled by the late 
Clayton Sprague in 1960, then in 
his 80’s and remarkably active as 
a farmer, he recalled in his 
memoirs a number of wharfs 
that had been built on Big Island. 


One of the wharfs was 
constructed at Quinte Point, at 
the east end of Big Island and 
accomodated steamers in the 
1800's which took on Passengers 
for the trip to Belleville. Aj 
Reinholdt, a resident at the 
former site, has early post cards 
which depict numerous 
Cottages, the wharf and an Open 
air dance hall. 


Clayton Sprague recalls ‘the 
Barley Days’ when he was 
employed at a dollar a day at the 
wharf weigh-house. 


‘It had a 40-ton scale and an 
elevated track about six feet 
high,’ says Mr. Sprague in his 
history. ‘The track was equipped 
with a car capable of carrying 100 
bushels of grain and we could 
easily load a 12,000 or 13,000 
bushel schooner in one day. 


‘This grain went to Oswego, 
New York. Barley at that time 
was worth about one dollar a 
bushel. Then came the McKinley 
tariff which ruined a great many 
Canadian farmers. Barley 
dropped to as low as 45 cents a 
bushel, wheat went down to 50 
cents, Oats to 17 cents and the 
only buyer left was the James 
Richardson Co. of Kingston and 
Winnipeg. All grain was paid for 
by cash and I remember when | 
carried three or four thousand 
dollars for days at a time.’ 


FOUR SCHOOL HOUSES 


Mr. Sprague also recalls four 
school houses on Big Island, two 
of which are still standing today, 
both renovated into homes after 
the building of Sophiasburgh 
Central School in 1965. 


He says the teachers received 
$12.50 per month salary with free 
board, one week at-each farm 
home, and then started all over 
again. The teacher had one 
month vacation and Christmas 
Day and New Year’s Day were 
the only holidays then. 


Every farmer, he says, had a 
flock of sheep and the wool was 
taken to the carding mill and put 
into rolls about the size of alittle 
finger and about four or five feet 
long.

Austin Sprague, a farmer at Big 
Island for many years, now 
retired and living in Picton, 
recalls the Big Island Canners, 
formerly located at the end of 
the Causeway, and which 
Processed tomatoes. He also 
remembers the cheese factories. 


‘History of Cheesemaking in 
Prince Edward County’, 
compiled by Gerald Ackerman, 
in 1971, says the first cheese 
factory on Big Island was built in 
1873 by W. R. Rankin. It was 
called the Big Island Cheese 
Factory and Operated for 27 
years.

PLENA GLASO 


It has international meaning 


By BESS WARES 


Wouldn’t you think that once 
man learned how to commun- 
icate his thoughts and his needs 
through words we would have 
been smart enough to get along 
a little better with each other? 


It hasn’t worked out that way, 
as we all know. We've had a 
record of wars, killings and 
misunderstandings all through 
the centuries and one of the 
biggest stumbling blocks to 
getting along with the other 
people in this world has been 
the proliferation of languages 
we have developed. 


If we all spoke the same 
language, some ...certainly not 
all, but some ...of our problems 
might have been solved before 
we got into fist-fights about 
them. ; 


There is an_ international 
language, Esperanto, but | bet 
there are a lot of people who 
have never even heard of it. 


Back in 1887, Dr. L.L. Zamen- 
hof of Warsaw published a book 
on Esperanto - an international 
language designed for use as the 
neutral, second language for 
everybody. 


In December of 1954, the 
General Conference of 
UNESCO took note of the results 
obtained by Esperanto in the 
field of international intellectual 
relations and in the rapproche- 
ment of the peoples of the 
world, and recognized that 
these results corresponded with 
the aims and ideals of UNESCO. 
Several member states 
announced their readiness to 
introduce or expand the 
teaching of Esperanto in their 
schools, but here we are, almost 
30 years later, and it is still 
practicaly unknown in this part 
of the world. 


V've been looking through a 
booklet, ‘Esperanto for 
Beginners’ which was loaned to 
me by Tom Hogue of Deseronto- 
It’s fascinating reading, even if 
you're not too good at learning 
other languages. 


The essentials of an 
international or auxiliary 


language are that it should be 
easy to learn and to speak, 
simple in pronounciation and 
grammar, and perfectly clear in 
its meaning, as well as flexible. 
Esperanto is! 


‘Here are some of the easy 
things about it, when compared 
with other languages, such as 
English. 


All nouns end in‘o’, all 
adjectives in ‘a’. There are no 
words for ‘a’ or ‘an’ (who needs 
them anyway?) 


So a full glass reads like this in 
Esperanto...plena (an adjective) 
glaso (a noun). 


You can change the meaning 
of a word just by putting ‘mal’ in 
front of it...plena (full), malplena 
(empty) ... pura (pure), malpura 
(dirty). 

To make a feminine from a 
masculine noun, you change the 
‘o’ ending to ‘ino’...patro 
(father), patrino (mother). Now 
isn’t that the easiest sex change 
you’ve ever heard of? 


‘Et’ after a word makes it 
smaller, ‘eg’ magnifies. For 
example, a house is domo, a 
cottage is dometo, and a 
mansion is domego. 


Verbs in the present tense end 
in ‘as’, in the past tense the 
ending is ‘is’. And any sentence 
can be turned into a question by 
placing ‘cu’ at the beginning. 

The vocabulary of about 300 
words, at the back of the book, 
gives you all you need to make 
yourself understood...or to 
understand...just about 
anything. 

If you're a crossword or a 
scrabble freak like | am, a lot of 
the vocabulary is easy. 


It’s not hard to guess that besta 
is an animal, audi is hear, labori 
means to work, ova is egg 
hundo is dog.

Thousands 
come to see 
waterfowl 
at Presqu’ile 


Ducks were the order of 
the day last weekend when 
the Napanee office of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources 
held its annual Waterfowl 
Viewing Weekend at 
Presqu’ile Provincial Park, 
Brighton. 


Seventeen naturalists and 
park personnel, knowledge- 
able in duck identity, were on 
hand both days to assist the 
public in the identification of 
those ducks present on 
Presq’ile Bay. 


The park’s open bays and 
marshes attract a great varitey of 
species in spectacular numbers 
for a short time each spring, 
rating itamong the best spots in 
the continent to view the water- 
fowl migration. To educate the 
public on the species which do 
appear, the Ministry has held its 
annual event since 1976. 


While it is possible to record 
upwards of 20 species of ducks 
during this period, only 14 
species were around for the 
public to see during the 
weekend. Presqu’ile Park 
assistant superintendent, Ron 
Brown, attributed the slack 
numbers to the early spring with 
most of the migration having 
taken place in late March. 


In previous years the 
Weekend had been held much 
earlier but has been held on the 
later date in the last two years to 
coincide with the Brighton Lions 
Club Sports Show which 
cannot be held onan earlier date 
due to availability of the King 
Edward Park Arena in which 
their show is held. 


‘Our best year was four years 
ago’, remembers Brown. ‘We 
had good weather and about 
10,000 people.’ 


‘We get quite a bit of feedback 
from people who have attended 
the viewing weekends’, said the 
assistant superintendent. Dur to 
the excellent response, tentative 
plans are to keep future viewing 
weekends ‘basically the same’. 


The Brighton Lions Club 
which has held its sports show in 
conjunction with the viewing 
weekend for the last two years, 
had a number of commercial 
displays and other exhibits in the 
Brighton King Edward Park 


~ Arena. 


These consisted of camping 
gear, house trailers, boats and 
other sports oriented displays. 


In addition, local taxidermists 
and craftsmen had exhibits and 
outside, retriever training 
demonstrations were held on 
the grounds behind the arena on 
both days. 

New this year were special 
displays and demonstartions at 
Brighton’s Proctor House 
Museum during the afternoon.

On the one side were the 
applicants who wanted 
environmental approval for 
their projects, coming to the 
hearings with high priced 
lawyers and experts. And they 
could deduct the costs of 
Preparing their briefs and 
Participating in the hearings 
from their taxable incomes. 


On the other side, there were 
the citizens’ groups, repres- 
enting the nearby residents who 
might be affected, or other 
people whose air or water might 
also be endangered. They could 
seldom afford the legal or other 
expertise to represent them, nor 
could they afford to take time off 
work if the hearings went on for 
a prolonged period of time.

Association (CELA). CELA is a 
concerned group of lawyers, 
scientists and citizens whose aim 
is to promote, through legal 
channels, standards and 
objectives that will ensure the 
Maintenance of environmental 
quality.

Vegetarians and people of 
Oriental cultures in which 
relatively little meat and no dairy 
products are consumedt endto 
have much less cholesterol in 
their blood - and far fewer 
deaths from coronary heart 
disease - than do meat-eating 
North Americans. 


Now evidence is accumulating 
that the presence of soybean 
foods in those diets also plays a 
direct cholesterol-lowering role. 
In the latest study, involving 127 
people at nine European 
medical clinics, replacement of 
animal protein foods with 
textured vegetable protein 
made from soybeans for eight 
weeks produced a dramatic 
reduction in the level of 
cholesterol in blood serum 
similar to that produced by most 
cholesterol-lowering drugs.

Summer holiday for houseplants 


Don’t take your house- 
plants for granted. Now 
that they are starting to grow 
again, check to see whether they 
need repotting or fresh soil, says 
Bob Fleming, Ontario Ministry 
of Agriculture and Food 
horticulturist. 


As plants grow, their roots 
need more room to develop. If 
the roots are pot bound, repot 
the plant into a larger container, 
or prune the roots. 


If you intend to repot, choose 
a container one size larger than 
the original one. Remove the 
plant from its pot by holding the 
pot sideways in one hand. Tap 
the bottom of the pot gently, 
and ease the plant out slowly. 
Shake some soil from the roots, 
and repot in rich, fresh potting 
soil. 


‘While transplanting, you may 
wish to divide or separate plants, 
such as ferns, to obtain more 
plants,’ says Mr. Fleming. 


If you have very large 


houseplants, Mr. Fleming 
recommends engaging the help 
of one or two other people to’ 
ease the plant from its container. 
Shake some of the soil from the 
roots and prune lightly, then 
repot into the same container 
with fresh potting soil. 


When pruning the roots of any 
houseplant, be careful not to 
remove more than one-quarter 
to one-third of the roots. 


Plants that have been growing 
in the same pot for more than 
one year also need attention at 
this time. After one or two years, 
houseplants exhaust the 
Nutrients in the soil, says Mr. 
Fleming. As a result, they won’t 
produce good growth, and may 
develop brown leaf edges or 
paleness along the veins. Fresh 
soil will usually suffice. 


Follow these steps to ensure a 
healthy environment for the 
plant roots, and you'll be 
rewarded with vigorous, healthy 
plant growth this spring.

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Are liquor raids on Mohawk Inn legal? 


The hassle over the selling 
of booze at the Mohawk Inn 
on Highway 49, on the 
Tyendinaga Indian Reserve, is 
still going on. 

The crux of the matter is 
who has the right to veto or 
approve the sale of liquor on 
the reserve...the Band 
Council?...the LCBO?...the 
Federal Government? 


And, until this is resolved, 
do the Ontario Provincial 
Police or the Tyendinaga 
Police Force (which is under 
the direction of the Belleville 
detachment of the OPP) have 
the right to raid the Mohawk 
Inn as they did in March? 


It’s been a tangled tale and 
Earl Hill, chief of the 
Mohawks of the Tyendinaga 
Reserve, is still trying to get it 
untangled. 


He has sought legal advice 
and he told the Scanner on 
Monday that he still has no 
final legal ruling and, 
therefore, is not in a position 
to make a decision. 


Andrew Clifford Maracle is 
the owner of the Mohawk Inn 
which was raided last month 
by the Belleville detachment 
of the OPP and the 
Tyendinaga Police. 


‘The raid was not requested 


by the Band Council,’ Chief 


Hill said. 


The issue has reached the 
level of the Federal 
Parliament. Jack Ellis, MP for 
Prince Edward/Hastings 
represents the area and has 
sent us the following press 
release, dated April 3, 1981.

motion: ‘That the members 
of the NDP attempt to get 
their facts straight before they 
make accusations about 
events in other ridings which 
gives an erroneous and 
injurious view of that riding.’

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EDITORIAL 


The Ontario Ministry of Education has come up witha 
sensible suggestion for an alternative use for surplus 
schools and classrooms... use them for nursery schools 
and pre-schooler day care ...and for before and after 
school care for school-age children. 

The suggestion should be welcomed by elected 
officials at all levels of government and by the local 
taxpayers. 

There is no doubt that some clasrooms are becoming 
surplus and that empty rooms are costing all of us 
money. 

A memo from the Ontario Ministry of Education to the 
directors of education across the province reports: The 
phenomenal reduction in the numbers of school-age 
children in Ontario since 1970 has created serious 
problems with surplus school buildings, and this 
situation is expected to continue through most of this 

decade’. 


Meanwhile, all of us are forking out good money in 
taxes to maintain the partly-empty schools. The physical 
costs of maintenance and the capital costs of financing 
go on whether the school is half-empty or full, so we 
might as well make full use of the existing buildings. 


The suggestion to make use of this existing space to 
take care of pre-schoolers and to provide before and 
after school care for little children of working parents is 
an excellent one ... we might even be able to make 
money out of it! 


There is certainly no doubt that day care facilities 
across the province are woefully inadequate. Parents 
who have to go out to work are prepared to paya 
reasonable amount to have their pre-schoolers cared for 

but not anywhere nearly enough day care spaces are 
available 

There is no doubt either that school-age children of 
working parents and the parents themselves are having 
it tough 

Most jobs start before the 9 a.m. school opening and 
end after the 3:30 p.m. school closing. What to do with 
the children before and after school, and at lunch time, 
is a major problem 

A young friend of mine in Kingston, who is a single 
parent with two small boys of school age, has paid as 
much as $60 a week out of a $200 a week salary to get this 
care and, sometimes, has not been able to find anyone 
who will do it whom she can trust wholeheartedly. 


What is happening out there ...for those who are not 
aware of what is going on in the world .... is that quite a 
few children are being left on their own to get to school 
and look after themselves after school is out. And, many 
school areas do not encourage children to have lunch at 
school s 

It's not because parents don’t want to pay for the 


service, they can’t find the service i 
j at prices they c. 
possibly pay. rs Dee 


Fees from parents of pre-schoolers and young school- 
age children, to look after them in school buildings 
could go a long way to cutting down the education lax 


tab we're paying now for running schools with empt

What makes this man’s feats so 
incredible, at least to this 
reporter who paid him a visit last 
week, is the fact that Robert 
Robb is totally blind. 


Having never been around a 
blind person before, it proved to 
be an educational visit. He took 
me by the arm and together we

Without telling him when we 
had arrived at any of the 
buildings, 1 could feel him 
pulling back on my arm, his 
sense of timing and feel of the 
terrain telling him when we had 
arrived. 


Mr. Robb says a person who 
has lost his sight must depend on 
his remaining senses. ‘They 
don’t become more acute - you 
just learn to use them.’ 


He says a blind person 
acquires a greater awareness of 
objects around him, seemingly 
unimportant items going 
unnoticed by a sighted person. 


‘A mailbox on a corner, a 
telephone pole, a tree, a slight 
rise in ground - all these become 
landmarks to us.’ 


Mr. Robb admits that many of 
his customers are a_ little 
apprehensive when they come 
into his shop to have repairs’ 
done. 


‘Many are probably worried 
because they don’t know how 
they should act around a blind 
person. Some think a blind 
person is also deaf and | will 
often get the odd person coming 
in here who will yell at me atthe 
top of his voice,’ laughs Mr. 
Robb. 


‘Although we depend on our 
other senses, some people find it 
unusual to hear us using terms 
such as, have you seen, did you 
see, etc. But how would it sound 
to someone who wasn’t aware 
we were blind if we should 
“suddenly ask one of our blind 
friends, hey, did you feel so and

RECOGNITION —-NOT 


SYMPATHY 
? Although taking his handicap 
in his stride, Mr. Robb is 


concerned over some peoples’ 
image of blind people. 


“Some think all we do is weave 
baskets and tune pianos.’ 


‘We aren’t looking for 
sympathy. All we want is 
recognition of what we can do.” 


Mr. Robb says many of his new 
Customers, upon learning he is 
blind, wilt apologize, and, 
expressing worry that he might 
electrocute himself or be unable 
to repair a particular item, will 
start for the door. So Mr. Robb 
finds himself challenging many 
of his customers, the customer 
returning later to find the item 
repaired and once again in 
working condition. 


He says his schooling had a 
large bearing on his outlook in 
life, choosing to attend a regular 
school rather than a school for 
the blind. Mechanically inclined 
and showing an interest in 
electricity, he decided to pursue 
this line of work, partly because 
one of his teachers said he 
wouldn’t be able to do it. 


‘That was the worst thing she 
could have said. That gave me all 
the determination | needed,’ he 
said with a laugh. 


Mr. Robb says he often had to 
pull a few bluffs to getjobs, often 
not letting on he was blind and 
proving that he was, indeed, 
capable. 


He continues to Prove his 
Capabilities, recently doing the 
Entire plumbing and wiring ina 
Pump house for his summer 
cottages. 


Now he is working on 
renovations to another cottage 
which entails rewiring and the 
moving of the existing kitchen. 
To do this he forms a blue print 
in his mind, referring to his 
‘plans’ as he goes along. 


SOME LIGHT PERCEPTION 


Although totally blind, Mr 
Robb has what is known as light 
perception, able to distinguish 
bright light from darkness. but 
unable to distinguish shapes 


He works alone during the 
week, his wife, Jean, employed 
as a bookkeeper in Toronto, 
coming home on weekends. A 
student comes in during the 
evenings to help with the paper 
work. 


When the busy season rolls 
around in the summer, Mr 
Robb employs summer help to 
assist in the shop. 


“Sometimes they don’t put my 
tools back and | have an awful 
time finding them!’ 


Robert Robb is an active 

member of several organizations 
for the blind including the CNIB, 
the Canadian Council for the 
Blind, and the Prince Edward 
Good Cheer Club, the latter a 
self-supporting club which takes 
part in and organizes 
recreational activities. 


Conflicting reports about Hydro court case 


A couple of weeks ago, we 
reported that rumours were 
‘flying around Napanee 
concerning a court case which 
Ontario Hydro was said to have 
lost, to the tune of about $1.3 
million. Performance of 
equipment was involved ...was it 
faulty when delivered at the 
Lennox Generating Station, or 
made faulty by the way it was 
used? 


We didn’t, have too much 
information at that time, other 
than the fact that Ontario Hydro 
and Combustion Engineering 
had been in litigation with some 
insurance companies and had 
lost, but intended to appeal. 


We promised to follow it up... 
and we have ... but we-don’t 


know too much more yet. 


We have established that the 
equipment concerned was a 
boiler and, according to Norm 
Manning, public relations 
officer at Hydro’s eastern 
Ontario headquarters in 
Belleville, ‘It was their (the 
insurance ompanies’) conten- 
tion the Hydro had followed 
faulty procedures’. 


Ontario Hydro and the 
contracting firm on the job, 
Combustion Engineering, were 
in litigation with not one, but a 
number of insurance companies 
..Royal Insurance Co. Ltd.; 
Hartford Fire Insurance Co.; 
Gerling Global General 
Insurance Co.; Western 
Assurance Co.; St. Paul Fire and 
Marine Insurance Company; 


Phoenix Insurance Company;

PLANTS 


What’s wrong with that plant 
And how to cure it 


Newly purchased plants - leaves 
turning yellow and dropping. 


This is caused by the change in 
conditions from store to home. 
Plants do adjust, keep out of sun 
and allow 3 to 4 days for 
adjustment. 


Older plant leaves turn yellow - 
soil has been allowed to dry out. 


Roots have become water- 
logged because of overwatering 
or poor drainage. 


Or this condition could be 
caused by either a hot or cold 
draft. 


Some leaves will be lost due to 
old age, and the leaves of bulbs 
tulips and daffodils) will turn 
yellow after flowering. 


Withering of shoot tips and new 
foliage - without apparent cause. 


s could be because of too 
a fertilizer, or with plants 
moist soil it may be 
the soil has been 
to become excessively 


Foliage that won’t perk up when 
soil is watered. 


This may be because the roots 
are waterlogged or because of a 
fungus infection in the roots. 


Excessive, pale foliage.

together, but below normal size 
and pale coloured, the plant 
needs repotting or fertilizer. The 
roots should be checked to see if 
the plant is pot-bound.

The plant is unable to obtain 
sufficient iron, either because 
the soil is too wet, or because the 
prefers an acid soil (ferns

temporary solution to this 
blem is to apply iron. A 
ermanent solution is to repot 
the plant in suitable soil. 


Greyish or yellowish salt and 
pepper speckling of leaves. This 
is a likely indication of red spider 
mites. Red mites like warm dry 
air and are difficult to spot. Look 
for webs as an indication.

To correct this problem wash 
the webs and leaves with water 


They are easily controlled with 
Rotenone or Pyrethrum, or 
soapy water with cigarettes 
soaked in it. 


White cotton tufts on stems and 
leaves are mealy bugs. 


These may be controlled with 
malathion or may be removed 
with swabs dipped in alcohol. 


Scale appears as small, round, 
elongated bumps, black, brown, 
yellow or white. 


It is controlled by scrubbing 
with a moist swab or brushing off 
with an old tooth brush. To 
control scale chemically spray 
the plant with malathion or 
Cycon 2E. Repeat one week 
later. 


Tiny whiteflies take off in clouds 
when the plant is watered or 
moved. 


Whiteflies are difficult to 
control. Apply systemic 
insecticide to the soil or enclose 
the plant in a plastic bag with a 
Vapona strip. 


Fuzzy gray, yellowish-gray 
mould. Botrytis or grey-mould 
disease occurs when conditions 
are excessively damp. 


Improve air circulation, cut off 
infected leaves, apply sulphur 
fungicide and avoid wetting the 
plant from overhead. 


Blackening and rotting of 
sections of stem is stem rot 
disease. 


Prune the stems, cutting well 
below the affected area. Dust 
with sulphur and avoid wetting 
stems and foliage. 


Unnatural spotting, blotching or 
pale streaking of leaves. 


_Could be fungus, bacterial, or 
virus disease. Leave diagnosis 
and treatment to professionals. 


A fine whitish, powdery or mealy 
coating on stems and foliage is 
white mildew disease. 


Treat with fungicide, Benlate 
or Benomyl. 


Flowering plants buds fail to 
open, wither or dry off. 


Insufficient light or air. Too 
dry - or overwatered.

If you are already taking 
maximum advantage of the 
investment deduction, have a 
look at how capital gains and 
dividend income are taxed. The 
after-tax return for dividends 


and capital gains is generally 
greater than for interest. It is 
complicated to explain but here 
is an example. 


If your taxable income is 
$10,000 and you already are 
earning $1,000 investment 
income, what would be the after 
tax return on the next $100 of 
investment income you earned? 
Ona 13.5% GIC - $9.42. On 11.0% 
preferred stock, $12.02. This 
demonstrates the tax advantage 
of dividend income for one 
situation. You should seriously 
consider dividend (and capital 
gain) income for investment 
income in excess of the $1,000 
deducation.

Dear Editor: 


As a‘reader and admirer of the 
Quinte Scanner I was shocked in 
disbelief at your April 15th 
editorial ‘Food for starving 
people more important than 
Space Shuttle’! 


Surely, in 1981 we have 
progressed beyond the simple 
notion that world poverty is a 
matter of economics and that 
the re-channelling of funds from 
the space programme or from 
any other programme could 
eradicate hunger from the earth. 


May | respectfully point out 
that it is generally agreed by 
scientists and humanitarians that 
food poverty is a deep and 
complicated politico-geo- 
sociological problem. Dozens of 
examples of money being raised 
to supply food to the starving, 
only to have it rot on the docks 
or never reach those that need it 
can be cited. Most scholars 
agree that the solution to 
feeding the hungry is one of 
education and distribution. 
Indeed the best examples of 
success have been through 
unpaid voluntary aid from 
organizations who have sent 
technically trained personnel, 
who have taught the hungry 
how to fish and how to increase 
crop yields and how to plan for 
lean years. 


To allocate space programme 
funds to poverty programmes 
would be like allocating hospital 
funds to the church or to the 
building of a theatre or civic 
centre. The factis, of course, that 
all three mentioned are essential 
in a community. An arena or a 
ballpark deserve public funding 
just as much as sewers or health 
facilities. 


You quote Harvey Schachler 
as saying ‘we can find the same 
pride in saving one youngster 
from starvation as we can in 
wasting 7000 tons of fuel a 
minute’. But is it wasted? Mr 
Schachler displays 1881 thinking

14TH ANNUAL OPEN HOUSE 


Still great public interest 
in Glenora’s research work 


By TERRY SPRAGUE 


The 14th annual Open House 
at Glenora Fisheries Research 
Station was held last Wednesday, 
and, says Station Director Jack 
Christie, ‘As long as people keep 
showing an interest and keep 


coming, we'll continue to hold 
it 


The event this spring drew 700 
people through its doors, the 
attendance book figures 
showing a large percentage from 
Kingston, Gananoque, Belle- 
ville, Napanee, Bath, Stirling, 
Toronto, Odessa and Deseronto. 


In addition, more than 250 
students from Moira Secondary 
School in Belleville, Bayside 
Secondary School near Trenton, 
Prince Edward Collegiate 
Institute in Picton, Kingston 
Collegiate Vocational Institute 
and Frontenac schools in 
Kingston and St. Lawrence 
College toured the facilities 
during Thursday and Friday 


In relating the history of Open 
House, Mr. Christie said, ‘There 
was always some curiousity 
about the St ation and what it 
was all about. When westarted it 
there was really no thought 
about continuity.’ 


Now 14 years later, hundreds 
of people still come for its 


special presentations and 
displays, some touring the 


building for the tirst time, others 
claiming to having never missed 
the annual event. 


‘There has always been a basic 
interest in nature in this region,’ 
stresses Mr. Christie. ‘This is 
sustained through the attend- 
ance of sports fishermen, and 
even more significantly, people 
who don’t go fishing at all.’ 


AQUARIUM GALLERY 


One of the big attractions at 
Open House every year is the 
aquarium gallery, containing 
fish indigineous to the local 
waters. According to Station staff 
there were 39 species of fish on 
display for Open House, a 
collection which will remain in 
the gallery tanks throughout the 
summer season. 


Of special interest in the fish 
display was a grass pickerel 
somewhat rare to the region 
and with the exception of an 
individual on display in the 
gallery in 1979, was last seen in 
1954 in Deseronto. The tiny, 
eight-inch fish, resembling a 
small northern pike, was caught 
in West Lake. 


West Lake, say staff members 
also donated another uncom- 
mon fish this year. On display in 
one of the aquariums were 
tadpoll madtoms, a tiny species 
of catfish which carries a venom 
in its spine and produces a 
reaction, upon contact, much 
like a bee sting 


‘Open House gives us the 
Opportunity to show people 
these things, something that 
people wouldn't normally see 
Mr. Christie emphasized 


An eight-minute slide show 
introduced visitors to the work 
at Glenora Fisheries and its aims 
One section of the building 
explained the process used in 
determining the age of fish 
which come into the Station 
with samples of scales from 
common, local fish on the 
trichinoscope, an apparatus 
which depicts the annular 


growth rings on the scales 
Other methods of aging fish 
were on display too, including 
opercular bones, spines and 
otoliths 


PROJECT QUINTE 


On the mezzanie floor 
Project Quinte was explained, a 
study involving scientists from 
the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, Ministry of the 
Environment, Canada Centre for 
Inland Waters, Queen's 
University and the University of 
Guelph. They have been 

undertaking a study of the Bay of 

Quinte before and after the 
institution of phosphate removal 
in the Bay of Quinte municipal 
sewage plants. 


Other displays included data 
processing, fish tagging, trout 
and salmon identification, and 


fishing and limnological 
equipment 
Glenora Fisheries Research 


Station, five miles east of Picton 
at the Glenora Ferry crossing 
began as an iron foundry in 1872 
The plant was converted to a 
munitions manufacture plant 
during the First World War and 
in 1922, the property was sold to 
the Ontario government to be 
converted for use as a fish 
hatchery 


In the mid 1950's, the hatchery 
was closed down and then made 
available to the Research Branch 
of the Ministry of Natural 


Resources to house the research 
program currently being carried 
on. It is one of four such units 
serving the Great Lakes

Although she was warned that 
having children could affect her 
own health adversely, she and 
Jeff have two healthy children, 
12 and 7 years old. Multiple 
sclerosis is not hereditary. 


She’s 29 now. Just before 
Christmas, she started having 
difficulty with walking and had 
to use a wheelchair. Now, after 
two months of intensive physical 
and occupational therapy at the 
Kingston General Hospital, she 
‘walked out’ this past weekend. 


‘She’s a fighter,’ Jeff said, 
adding that a lot depends on 
how the patient adjusts to MS. 
Those who fight, keep going. 
Those who give up can spend 
the rest of their lives in a 
wheelchair or in bed. 


Sharon doesn’t just sit around 
idly at home. During the two 
months in hospital, the 
rehabilitation staff have been 
teaching her how to do 
household work using a 
minimum of energy. And, when 
she is home and feels well 
enough, she spends two days a 
week at her children’s school, 
helping slow readers and getting 
involved in other ways. 


The KGH rehabilitation area is 
not just for people with MS, but 
for amputees, or people injured 
in car accidents, or anyone else 
who needs the service. 


There are a lot of expenses 
inv olved when someone in the 
family has multiple sclerosis. Pills 
for two weeks can run as high as 
$54 wheelchairs cost a 
lot....home care help is often 
needed... and, sometimes, 
homes have to be renovated to 
accommodate the wheelchairs.

There is some help, such as 
free transportation on the 
Kingston Bus for the Handi- 
capped; the MS Society provides 
wheelchairs and other necessary 
equipment when people can’t 
afford their own; home day care 
can be provided by the Ontario 
Government, and the Ministry 
of Community and Social 
Services can help if home 
renovations are required. 


But a great deal more help is 
needed, not only for patient 
services, but also for research 
into the cause and cure of this 
disabling disease.

| saw my first spring garter 
snake the other day. Doubtless 
some readers would find this 


sighting repulsive as not 
everyone enjoys the same 
admiration for snakes that | do. 


1 understand. With me, it is 
rats. | detest them and have 
always had a morbid fear of 
them. Pot-bellied and watery- 
eyed, to me they are revolting. 
and | always look about for a 
stone to hurl whenever | see 
one. 


I think most people’s fear of 
snakes comes from the fact they 
differ so greatly from other 
animals. The fact that snakes are 
able to crawl and feed on the 
ground without the benefit of 
limbs is terrifying to many 
people. This could possibly 
explain the many myths and 
wonder stories which have been 
handed down over the 
generations. 


Perhaps the bestis the popular 
belief that milk snakes suck milk 
from cows. 


Having milked cows for some 
20 years, and having exper- 
ienced the reaction from a cow 
when a cold, wet cloth issloshed 
across her udder, | can only 
imagine a cow’s reaction if six 
rows of razor-sharp teeth were 
to take hold at milking time. 


This ridiculous story probably 
originated many years ago 
during a hot period in the year 
when cows were giving very 
little milk. Milk snakes, being 
rodent eaters, would no doubt 
be seen around the barn where 
mice and rats would abound.

People are spending more 
time at home now than they 
used to, and are taking a great er 


interest in improving their home 
landscapes. 


“Over the last 15 yars interest 
in horticulture has been 
generally increasing,’ Says Pat 
Tucker, head of grounds at the 
University of Guelph. In home 
landscapes, this is reflected in 


better planning and better plant 
Materials. 


One of the major changes in 
the home landscape is a shift 
away from the manicured formal 
gardens to an informal look. The 
increasing Proportion of 
working couples presents aneed 
for low-maintenance gardens 
that don’t require a lot of time. 


To reduce maintenance, 
modern landscaping uses many 
types of ground covers - low- 
growing plants that fill and 
spread quickly to compete with 
weeds. The low-growing 
evergreen andorra juniper, 
vines such as English ivy, and the 
Popular periwinkle are being 
used to cover areas where grass 
won't grow successfully 


Organic and inorganic 
mulches, including bark chips 
and stones, are being used in 
home landscapes more 
frequently to reduce mainten- 
ance. These materials conserve 
soil moisture, reduce erosion 
and weed competition 

However, organic mulches can 
harbour weed seeds and can 
depress nitrogen levels in the 
soil when they begin to break 
down. 


‘One of the most noticeable 
changes in the home landscape 
is the siz e of foundation 
plantings,’ says Mr. Tucker 
‘Huge plants, such as the Pfitzer 
juniper, are being replaced with 
more compact trees and shrubs 
scaled down for modern home 
landscapes.’ 


Smaller lots and'the increasing 
popularity of swimming pools 
are introducing a greater 
number of privacy fences to 


home landscapes. Many-types of 
attractive wooden fences are 
being used. Even chain link 
fences can be disguised with 
such vines as Virginia creeper 


Mr. Tucker predicts a growing 
trend toward using more 
perennials and native plants is 
the home landscape as energy 
costs of producing annuals 


increase.

What is Course Packaging at 
NDSS? 


When announcing to my 
peers my topic for this column, 
the common response was 
“What?” 


After hearing the remark, | 
would summarize this report 
with the following answer: 
Course Packaging is the 
arrangement of school subjects 
in a four-year table format which 
expresses what courses are 
needed for various occupations 
such as teacher, welder, nurse, 
etc 


A committee was formed in 
early September of this year, 
consisting of six teachers at 
NDSS and the principal, 
T.R.Hughes, to undertake the 
construction of Course 
Packages 


Their first objective was to put 
together packages which meet 
the entrance requirements for 
specific community colleges and 
university courses and 
apprenticeship programs. 


Their second objective for the 
packages is to make them 
marketable for students seeking 
jobs, which may require more 
than 27 credits (30 credits are 
suggested.) 


There is a need for the course 
package approach at NDSS. 
Students should acquire more 
help in the course selection 
system when choosing subjects 
which lead to their specific 
occupation. Also, since the 
credit system was introduced in 
1970, students have been able to 
chose their own subjects and 
now find themselves unqualified 
to enter particular courses at 
university and community 
colleges.

The committee has spoken to 
employers in our area and they 
stress that the packaging system 
would be helpful. Students 
would develop skills and 
knowledge particularly applic- 
able to a field of work. 


At the school’s graduation in 
the fall of '81, ‘special’ 
certificates will be given to ech 
student who has specialized in a 
subject during high school. This 
certificate is helpful for 
graduates in acquiring a job. 


People Place (guidance 
office) at NDSS has both specific 
and general examples of jobs 
and particular courses a student 
would need for an occupation. 
There are sixty-five course 
packages for such varied 
occupations as carpenter, nurse, 
machinist, optician and many 
more. 


Soon the term ‘Course 
Packaging’ will be as common to 
students as ‘credit’ system 
because, as the saying goes, 
good news travels fast.
